ARE IN REBEL HANDS. 


Filipinos Capture Several of the 
Crew of the Yorktown. 


NOTHING IS KNOWN OF THEIR FATE. 


Ambushed While Undertaking to Re= 


lieve Spanish Prisoners—Anxiety 
in Washington as to How Aguin- 
aldo Will Treat Them. 


Washington, April 19.—The navy de- 
partment has given out the following 
dispatch from Admiral- Dewey: 


“Manila, April18.—Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington: Yorktcwn visited Balem, Lu- 


zon, east coast of Luzon, P. I., April 12, 


for the purpose of rescuing and bringing 
away the Spanish forces consisting of 80 
soldiers, three officers and two priests, 
whieh were surrounded by 400 insurgents. 
Some of the insurgents armed with Mauser 
rifles, *. * * by. natives... Lieut. J.-C. GI- 
more, while making * * * ambushed 
were fired upon and captured. Fate un- 
known, as insurgents refused to commu- 
nicate afterward. The following are miss-

First Naval Reverse. 

The capture of the Yorktown’s men 
was discussed with much feeling in 
naval circles. The misfortune was felt 
with added keenness, as the navy has 
prided itself thus far on immunity from 
reverses. The admiral’s dispatch of 
Tuesday was the first knowledge the de- 
partment had that the Yorktown had 
gone on this special mission to relieve 
the Spanish garrison at Baler. That the 
capture should have been effected while 
the American forces were on a mission 
of mercy towards the Spaniards, rather 
than in the prosecution of a campaign, 
led to the belief that Spain would have 
no further ground for questioning the 
good faith with which the Americans 
were seeking to relieve the condition of 
the Spanish prisoners. 

Great Anxiety.  _ 

Although the dispatch gave no indi- 
cation that Lieut. Gilmore and his men 
had lost their lives, yet great anxiety 
was aroused by the mystery surround- 
ing their fate while in the hands of an 
uncivilized enemy. Thisis the first cap- 
ture of any Americans, military or 
naval, so that it is unknown how the 
insurgents will treat our men. If civil- 
ized methods were pursued an exchange 
could be quickly effected, as Gen. Otis 
has a large number of Filipino pris- 
oners, but the insurgents have been 
averse thus far to exchanging Spanish 
prisoners, and this raises a question as 
to what they will do with the York- 
town’s men. The purpose of the offi- 
cials here is to spare no effort to secure 
the speedy release of our men. 

Praises American Troops. 

Washington, April 19.—Maj. Charles 
McClure arrived in Washington Tues- 
day to assume duties in the office of 
the judge advocate he has been as- 
signed. He was in Manila from August 
until March 10, when he returned to 
this country. He says that the coun- 
try through which Gen. McArthur’s di- 
vision has been operating is the very 
best in Luzon and highly productive.

It is believed 
that the transports now on the way for 
Manila and those which will leave in a 
few days will return with volunteers.

First Naval Reverse. 

The capture of the Yorktown’s men 
was discussed with much feeling in 
naval circles. The misfortune was felt 
with added keenness, as the navy has 
prided itself thus far on immunity from 
reverses. The admiral’s dispatch of 
Tuesday was the first knowledge the de- 
partment had that the Yorktown had 
gone on this special mission to relieve 
the Spanish garrison at Baler. That the 
capture should have been effected while 
the American forces were on a mission 
of mercy towards the Spaniards, rather 
than in the prosecution of a campaign, 
led to the belief that Spain would have 
no further ground for questioning the 
good faith with which the Americans 
were seeking to relieve the condition of 
the Spanish prisoners. 

Great Anxiety. 

Although the dispatch gave no indi- 
cation that Lieut. Gilmore and his men 
had lost their lives, yet great anxiety 
was aroused by the mystery surround- 
ing their fate while in the hands of an 
uncivilized enemy. Thisis the first cap- 
ture of any Americans, military or 
naval, so that it is unknown how the 
insurgents will treat our men. If civil- 
ized methods were pursued an exchange 
could be quickly effected, as Gen. Otis 
has a large number of Filipino pris- 
oners, but the insurgents have been 
averse thus far to exchanging Spanish 
prisoners, and this raises a question as 
to what they will do with the York- 
town’s men. The purpose of the offi- 
cials here is to spare no effort to secure 
the speedy release of our men. 

Praises American Troops. 

Washington, April 19.—Maj. Charles 
McClure arrived in Washington Tues- 
day to assume duties in the office of 
the judge advocate he has been as- 
signed. He was in Manila from August 
until March 10, when he returned to 
this country. He says that the coun- 
try through which Gen. McArthur’s di- 
vision has been operating is the very 
best in Luzon and highly productive.

Expert Accountant 
Meyer Goldsmith, the commonwealth’s 
witness, was under a scorching fire of 
cross-examination all day, and the re- 
sult of it justifies the opinion that the 
network of evidence wrought by the 
prosecution from the books of the 
broken bank tending to show Senator 
Quay’s guilty participation in the un- 
lawful use of the bank’s money was 
very much shaken by the admissions

Testimony Shaken. 
Judge Biddle’s ruling of Monday had 
the effect of confirming testimony tend-

the two years ending November 17, 1898. 
Lawyer Shields got from the witness 
the admission that if Hopkins had prop- 


| erly credited Senator Quay’s account 


with amounts’ that belonged there the 
books would show that at the beginning 
of the alleged conspiracy, November 17, 
1896, the bank owed Senator Quay $236 
instead of the senator owing the bank 
over $70,000, as is alleged. Taking up

In this connection it might 
be well to say that District Attorney 
Rothermel claims that he has clearly es- 
tablished the fact he started out to 
prove, namely, that $200,000 of the state 
deposit in the bank was set aside for 
the use of Senator Quay, and whether 
he used it himself or loaned it to others 
is not material in proving the conspir- 
acy. 

Toward the close of the day’s pro- 
ceedings Mr. Shields asked Goldsmith 
some questions which indicate that the 
defense is about to attempt to prove 
its contention that Senator Quay was 
the victim of Cashier Hopkins, who, 
they assert, used the name and account 
of the senator without the latter’s 
knowledge, to cover up his own juggling 
with the bank’s funds. Hopkins, they

EXTRA PAY FOR CO. A. 


Rep. Kelly’s Bill for $15 a Month Is 
‘Stirring Up Trouble. = 
LANSING, Mich., April 18.—Kelly’s 
bill providing extra pay of $15 a month 
for the Michigan soldiers of the Span- 
ish-American war, while framed in the 
best spirit possible, is stirring up all 
sorts of ill-feeling, as well as a wave 
of military jealousy. Only two of the 
home regiments, the Thirty-third and 
Thirty-fourth, were in active service, 
having served in Cuba during the war. 
They were a shorter time in the service 
than the other regiments, but they 
went through the real thing; and there- 
fore feel entitled to more pay, if any 
is to be had, than the other chaps. 
Next come the Thirty-first and the 
Thirty-second advocates, who argue 
that they have been ïn the state service 
for years, and that it wasn’t their fault 
that they did not get a chance to fight. 
They think they oulght to get their $15 
per, whether the Thirty-third and Thir- 
ty-fourth disapprove of it or not. 
Lastly comes the ‘Thirty-fifth, who 
are excluded from: the bill altogether, 
the provision being made only for those

The court dealt the saloonkeepers of 
the state a hard blow yesterday by 
holding valid the ordinance of the city 
of Holland, which imposes a license of 
$300 on retail liquor dealers in addition 
to the $500 license provided by the legis- 
lature. It is held to be entirely within 
the provirice of cities and villages to 
exact an additional license. In this case 
the conviction of Cornelius Blum is af- 
firmed, 

In Ann Arbor the personnel of the 
common council is such that there is 
no chance of the present. limit of li- 
censes for saloons being cisturbed.

The $10,000 damage suit for false im- 
prisonment of Mathew Roser vs. the 
City of Ann Arbor fell. flatter today 
than the Ann Arbor-Saline electric 
road.

The case was taken from. the jury 
and- a verdict was ordered in favor of 
the city. 

The plaintiff. was represented by M. 
J. Lehman and Lee. N. Brown. The 
city’s interests were looked after by 
O. E., Butterfield. 

M. J. Lehman stated the claim of the 
plaintiff. 

It was that on Aug. 15, 1898, the plain- 
tiff was engaged in photograph business 
at 207 'S. Malin st., in -tbis city. He 
then went to Ypsilanti to live. He had 
been unwell for some days with a severe 
cold and stomach complaint. On the 
night in question he was sitting in the 
stairway of his place of business. 
While there between 2 anid 3 o'clock he 
was arrested by “Doe? Collins, an 
officer and charged with being drunk. 
He wa's taken to the jail and kept there 
till the next afternoon. He was then 
released upon paying $1.70 without being 
taken before a magistrate. He claimed 
that this was a false imprisonment; 
that he was not intoxicated: that officer 
had no right to arrest or detain him 
without Tegal process and the plaintiff 
holds the city responsible for conduct.of 
its officers.

CITY IS NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR THE MIS- 
FEASANCE OF ITS POLICE OFFICERS. 


to the introduction of any testimony 
under the declaration or under the 
opening made by <Attorney Lehman 
because it has been settled by hundreds 
of cases that a municipality cannot be 
held liable for misconduct of its police 
officers. It does not make any differ- 
ence whether or not the officer is fnan- 
cially responsible. He quoted Mecham 
on Public Officers to show that no gov- 
ernment had ever been held liable to a 
private individual for the misfeasance 
of its officers and this rule held good to 
cities. It was in the theory that the 
officer-gets his function from the state, 
and that he is preserving peace for the 
good of the whole public and not for 
the city alone, and the city cannot be 
held liable, 

Attorney Lehman acknowledged that 
the point in question had never been đe- 
cided in Michigan and that in cther 
states it had been held against his po- 
sition. But he claimed that the ‘city 
was liable because the officer went to 
Roser’s private hallway and made the 
arrest. It was not on the streets. The 
efficer derives his authority from’ the

BODY BLOW FOR SALOONS, 


Cities Can Raise the Licence—No 


Chance of Its Being Done 
3 In Ann Arbor. 

The supreme court reversed the con- 
viction of Daniel Brill, who was con- 
victed of violating the Detroit ordinance 
relative to selling unwholesome ineat. 
The court holds the ordinance invalid 
for the reason that the word ‘“knowing- 
ly’ is omitted, the council having au- 
thority to provide for the punishment 
only of persons who shall knowingly 
sell such meat. — 

The court dealt the saloonkeepers: of 
the state a hard blow yesterday by 
holding valid the ordinance of the city 
of Holland, whlch imposes a license of 
$300 on retail liquor dealers: in addition 
to the $500 license provided by the legis- 
lature. It is held to be entirely within 
the provirice of cities and villages to 
exact an additional license. In this case 
the conviction of Cornelius Blum is af- 
firmed. 

In Ann Arbor the personnel of tke 
common council is such that there is 
no. chance of the present limit of li- 
censes for saloons being cisturbed.

and her husband, Joseph Feathers, 

signed a note whilch was ‘given in pay- 
ment for property which was,owned by 
them jointty. The note fell into“the 
hands of Edwin R. Doane. Joseph 

Feathers was not good financially. Car- 

oline Feathers died, leaving a good- 

sized estate, and Doane sought to hold 
her estate for the value of the note. 

Judge Kinne, in the circuit court, de- 
cided that the estate was responsible 
for it. The supreme court has ‘now re- 
versed that decision.

Tihe $10,000 damage suit for false im- 
prisonment of Mathew Roser vs. the 
City of Ann Arbor fell. flatter today 
than the Ann Arbor- Saline electric 
road. GLE 
The case was taken from the jury 
and a verdict was ordered in favor of 
the city. g 

The plaintiff: was er ES by M. 
J. Lehman and Lee N. Brown. The 
city’s interests were looked after by 
O. E. Butterfield. 

M. J. Lehman stated the claim of the 
plaintiff. 

It was that on Aug. 15, 1898, the plain- 


-tiff was engaged in photograph business 


at 207 'S. Malin sti,- in -tbis city. He 
then went to Ypsilanti to live. He had 


been unwell for some days with a severe 
cold and stomach complaint. On the 
night in question he was sitting in the 
stairway of his place of business: 
While there between 2 and 3_o’cloick he 
was arrested by “Doc” Collins, an 
officer and charged with being drunk. 
He was taken to the jail and kept there 
till the next afternoon. He was then 
released upon paying $1.70 without being 
taken before a magistrate. He claimed 
that this was a false imprisonment; 
that he was not intoxicated; that officer 
had no right to arrest or detain him 
without Tegal process and the plaintiff 
holds the ci ty respionsible for conduct. of 
its officers. =e 

Mathew Roser, the plaintiff, first took 
the stand. He had just started in with 
his story.

to the introduction of any testimony 
under the declaration or under the 
opening made by Attorney. Lehman 
because it has been settled by hundreds 
of cases that a municipality cannot be 
held liable for misconduct of its police 
officers. It does not make any differ- 
ence whether or not the officer is finan- 
cially responsible. He quoted Mecham 
on Publice Officers to show that no ZOV=> 
ernment had ever been held liable to a 
private individual for the misfeasance 
of its officers and this rule held good to 
cities. It was in the theory that the 
officer-gets his function from the state, 
and that he is preserving peace for the 
good of the whole public and not for 


the city alone, and the city cannot be 
held liable. 

Attorney Lehman acknowledged that 
the point in question had never been đe- 
cided in Michigan and that in cther 
states it had been held against his po- 
sition. But he claimed that the ‘city 
was liable because the officer went to 
Roser’s private hallway and made the 
arrest. It was not on the streets. The 
efficer derives his authority from’ the 
charter and iis under the’ supervision of 
the mayor.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY A 
SUCCESS AT THE U. OF M. 


SIGNALS WERE SENT YESTERDAY FROM 
PHYSICAL LABORATORY TO “GYM.” 


When the legislature was visiting the 
University. about ten days ago, Prof. 
Carhart had just been making some ex- 
periments on wireless telegraphy. . He 
succeeded in sending signals avross the 
physical laboratory room awichout the 
aid of any such thing aS ‘wire conduc- 
tors. This rather excited the solons’ 
curiosity. e 

In the intervening ten days he has so 
far perfected the apparatus used that 
were the solons here today they wculd 
beas astonished to See thim sending the 
signals through the air as a reader. cf 
the Argus would be if he'were to pick up 
the paper anid find that the reporter had 
failed to manufacture another item 
about some electric_road. 

Progress on the experimental work 
has gone on with a rapid striide. When 
it is taken into consideration that the 
inventors of the apparatus | used- for 
wireless telegraph'y do not give out any 
of the essential details concerning the 
apparatus, and that. Prof. Carhart has 
to experiment and try, and try and ex- 
periment, with only having had a mea- 
gre description to start on, his devel- 
opments have been really marvelous. 

It shows that the U.: of M. is strictly 
up to date. oe 

Yesterday after eon the experiment 


was. made of sending signals from.the 
physicial laboratory to the chemical 
laboratory buildings. It worked to per- 
fection. Later it was tried from the 
physical laboratory to the gymnasium, 
with the chemical laboratory building 


‘intervening. The distance is about one- 


Sixth of a mile. The responses were 
feeble but, they were present. Prof. 
Carhart said: “Of course every part of 
the apparatus has to be adjusted to the 
distance desired to be covered. We 
have no table or guide to go by. It is 
simply expérimental, but we are deter- 
mining gradually what is necessary. I 
have sent for a polarized relay of high 
resistance. Tt is very sensitive, and we 
will be able to send signals tor a long 
distance with it. The apparatus we are 
using is one we have rigged up our- 
selves in our laboratory. ve 

“What is the theory in regard) to the 
sending of the signals?’’ 

“They are simply electrical waves 
sent out by the transmitter in the di- 
rection directed by a metallic reflector, 
and they are caught up by the wire or 
pole, with which is Pormecied the re- 
ceiver.” 

“Why is it ‚then, that a person stand- 
ing near the receiver does not feel the 
electrical waves? He is enveloped: by 


them, is hè not?’’ aaor 5 
“I do not know. These electrical 

waves are like light waves: “Why is it 

you do not feel the-waves of light?” 


The reporter gave. up the conundrum. 

Prof. Carhart and his assistant are ex- 
perimenting every day this vaication 
with this latest oe in physical 
science.

Velocity of Projectiles. 
Recent experiments with. improved 
instruments for measuring the velocity 
of projectiles have shown *that— the 
speed goes on increasing after the mis- 
sile has left the mouth of the cannon.

Fifty-Five Years in. Prison. 

John Quier, who has just died at 
Broadmoor, England, had been fifty- 
five years in prison. It was in 1848 
that he first entered a jail, being then 
charged with an attempt to murder. It 
was, however, found that he was not 
responsible for his actions, and he 
was ordered confined during her maj- 
esty’s pleasure. He was first incar- 
cerated in Old Bedlam, until, in 1864, 
when the Broadmoor asylum was 
opened, he was transferred there with 
other prisoners. During his long son- 
finement of fifty-five years Quier was 
a quiet, inoffensive, weak-1.. nded man, 
pottering about doing odd jobs. He 
was incarcerated at the age of 29, and 
quit it only by death at the age of 84.

Fifty-Five Years in Prison. 

John Quier, who has just died at 
Broadmoor, England, had been fifty- 
five years in prison. It was in 1843 
that he first entered a jail, being then 
charged with an attempt to murder. It 
was, however, found that he was not 
responsible for his actions, and he 
was ordered confined during her maj- 
esty’s pleasure. He was first incar- 
cerated in Old Bedlam, until, in 1864, 
when the Broadmoor asylum was 
opened, he was transferred there with 
other prisoners. During his long $on- 
finement of fifty-five years Quier was 
a quiet, inoffensive, weak-1.. nded man, 
pottering about doing odd jobs. He 
was incarcerated at the age of 29, and 
quit it only by death at the age of 84.
